Franklin Wells Shearer, presi- 
dent of the Shearer Chevrolet Co. 
in Maplewood, and his former per- 
sonal bookkeeper, Arthur J. 
Beyer, were indicted on income 
tax evasion charges today by a 
Federal grand jury. The indict- 
ment alleges Shearer owes a total 
of $139,336 in taxes on his 1940 
and 1941 incomes. 

Shearer’s income for 1940 was 
listed on his 1941 return as $34,- 
872, om which he paid $5559 in 
taxes. Actually, his income was 
$80,375 on which $30,011 should 
—— been paid, the indictment 


“Te 1942, Shearer listed his in- 
come for 1941 as $25,882 on which 
he paid a tax of $6554, whereas, 
the indictment said, his actual in- 
come was $199,750 on which a 
tax of $121,438 should have been 
paid. 

The Shearer Chevrolet Co., 7256 
Manchester road, paid a total of 
$5978 in three divisions of United 
States District Court last Novem- 
ber in settlement of OPA suits 
based on the sales of 31 used 
automobiles and trucks at prices 
over the ceiling. The sales went 
back to November 1945. During 
the life of OPA, the company was, 
involved in a number of “black 
market suits” for overcharges in 
sales. 

Shearer and Beyer are charged 
in the indictment with willfully, 
knowingly and fraudently attempt- 
ing to defeat arid evade a large 
part of the taxes due the. Govern- 


ment from Shearer’s income, and’. 


with filing false and fraudulent 
returns with the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue here. 

Maximum penalty, upon convic- 
tion, is a $10,000 fine and one to 
five years’ imprisonment or both 
on each of the two counts in the 
indictment. 

Shearer, who lives at 200 North 
Berry road, Glendale, but at pres- 
ent is vacationing in Florida, had 
four dependents for whom he was 
allowed deductions. The indict- 
ment said in his 1940 return he 
had overstated cost of sales by 
$30,319; overstated. salaries paid to 
employés by $9553; overstated in- 
terest paid by $1683; overstated 
taxes on his business by $55 and 
overstated other expenses by $4249. 

In 1941, the indictment. alleged, 
Shearer and Beyer understated his 
gross receipts by . $471,204; over- 
stated the cost of sales by $27,738; 
overstated salaries paid by $4998;

(Tru- 
man did not say in his message 
to Congress Wednesday whether 
the money should be a grant or 
loan, oor how much should go to 
each. country.) 

2. Apportion the money be- 
tween the two countries on the 
basis of week-by-week or month- 
by-month developments. 

3. Encourage Britain to retain 
some obligations in Greece, pos- 
sibly by helping support British 
soldiers now in the country, 
There were indications of con- 

siderable sentiment in Congress, 
however, for restricting the types 
of assistance the President could 
extend, 

The talk along that line sprang 
from his request for authority to 
send military advnsers to Turkey 
and Greece. Several members said 
they wanted his discretion in that 
field pinned down tightly.

U.S. POLICY BOLSTERS U.N. 


Realization Reported That Plan to Aid 


Greece, Turkey Means America Must 
Play Bigger U. N. Role.

What is the considered reac- 
tion here to President Truman’s 
program for erecting. Turkish and 
Greek bulwarks against Com- 
munism? 

Now that some of the smoke has 
cleared from the Truman rocket 
burst, it is possible to gee more 
clearly the relation of the U.N. to 
the new, tough-minded ‘role of the 
United States. 

On the word .of American 
spokesmen, the abrupt move to 
bolster military defenses in Greece 
and Turkey was not intended to 
by-pass the U.N. as the potential 
guardian of international peace 
and security. . N 

It was a move of expediency. 
The United States felt it had to 
act as it did because the U. N., 
thanks to Russian obstinacy, has 
no police force of its own as yet 
and because the U.N., furthermore, 
is not set up as an international 
bank. 

The Americans here feel that, 
actually, the oblique action pro- 
posed by Truman strengthens the 
U.N 


It means that the United States, 
having formally engaged itself to 
take over Britain’s commitments 
and expound a policy of halting 
Communism,” must assert its 
strength and power inside the 
U.N. as never, before. 

On Defensive at Moment. 

The United States’ attitude to- 
ward the U.N. must, of necessity, 
take the defensive at the moment. 

There is much criticism among 

non-American sources here that 
the President, in his appeal to 
Congress, failed to qualify suf- 
ficiently his sidetracking of the 
U. N. 
Senator Pepper's comment has 
received unusual attention, here: 
„Has anybody asked Russia if it 
won't come along and co-operate 
through the U. N.?“ 

The immediate reaction to the 
most important American policy 
statement since the U.N. began 
was one of shock and surprise. 

This has moderated now into 
the realization that the United 
States must play a bigger U.N. 
part than ever, both to justify 
its unilateral move of expediency 


into a 1947 brand of power politics 


and to protect itself on the day- 

by-day meeting ground of Com- 

munism and democracy. 
Statement Austin, 

It was in a defensive mood 
that the American delegate. to 
the U.N., Warren Austin, said last 
night: 

“The United States is dedicated 
to the principles of the United 
Nations Charter and to the build- 
ing up of collective security. 

“Support of the freedom ang 
independence of Greece and 
Turkey is essential to these pur- 
poses.

Must Play Stronger Part. 
But, if the United States intends 
to back up its new policy, it must 
play a stronger part of leadership 
at the U. N. 
American participation in the 
forthcoming debates on Palestine 
and Egypt, for instance, must be 
active, not passive. 
Otherwise, the Soviets, through 
Andrei Gromyko, will scream that 
the United States is all too free 
with its advice but unwilling to 
accept responsibility. 
Soviet-American relations here, 
altogether, can now be expected 
to reach new heights of disagree- 
ment. The glove has been slapped 
on the table. 
America’s new tough policy to- 
ward Russia, as explained here by 
qualified experts speaking with 
inside knowledge, is 
marily on bolstering Turkish and 
Greek military resources as a 
buffer against the Soviets. 
That is the only interpretation 
possible after talking with these 
experts. 
The idea, clearly, is to pump 
new vigor into both armies, es- 
pecially in Turkey.

WHITE HOUSE GETS 
MANY ‘CLEARLY 
INSPIRED’ PROTESTS

~The White House said today it 


now was receiving many “clearly 
inspired” protests against Presi- 
dent Truman’s message on Greece 


and Turkey. : 

About 700 -telegrams comment- 
ing on Truman’s address have 
been delivered to the White House 
so far—200 of them since’ last 
night. 

White House Secretary Eben 
Ayers said early comment, which 
he described as obviously spon- 
taneous, was overwhelmingly fa-+ 
vorable. However, he sajd, a large 
proportion of later messages, 
running heavily. to protests, were 
clearly inspired — they follow al- 
most the same language.“ He said 
one recurrent theme cited be- 
trayal of the 300,000 American 
lives given “to fight fascism.” He 
declinei to speculate on who 
might have “inspired” the mes- 
sages. He said many of them 
came from the New York area. 

Outside of What he termed 
“glearly propaganda“ protests, 
Ayers said the bulk of the tele- 
grams delivered so far commend 
Truman’s plea for $400,000,000 in 
aid to Greece and Turkey.

Experts Think It Might Be First Step To- 


ward Dangerous. World With Most of 
Europe, Orient Going Communist.

WASHINGTON, March 14 — 

America is keeping a new “ren- 

dezvous ‘with destiny.” : 
It is a rendezvous which will 

decide what kind of a _ world 


America will lve in indefinitely; 
how safe America will be in that 
world and what kind of a coun- 
‘try America itself will be. 

These are the issues—and no 
lesser ones—of the great debate 
now opening on what part Amer- 
ica can and will play in the 
world. | 

Can America save Europe and 
most of the rest of the world 
from Communism and Russian 
domination? 

Assuming America is able to 
do this, do the American people 
want to do it? 

Is it worth the cost—which will 
be heavy? . 

What will happen if America 
rejects the role ot world leader- 
ship which the Administration 
now calls on the country to play? 

This last question is the easiest 
to. answer—but the answers to 
some of the others grow out of 


with building up a Greek buffer, 
even though the proposed aid will 
be divided about equally for re- 
lief and reconstruction. 

We think a Greek Army of 
about 100,000 men would be suf- 
ficient if it were properly 
equipped and trained—which we 
intend to do. 

Tt is not the American inten- 
tion to send our own troops into 
Greece except in extreme need. 

Estimate on Guerrillas. 

How many guerrillas are oper- 
ating in the northern mountains? 

The American experts here es- 
timate the number at between 
8000 and 9000. These must be 
eliminated. They are backed by 
the Communists. * 

What about the possibility for 
further financial aid to Greece 
and Turkey? 

Quite possibly. It is hoped that 
the $250,000,000 fund for Greece 
can get the country on its feet, 
economically and militarily, but a 
second installment may be neces- 
sary. , 4 
One immediate demand of the 
United States on Greece will be 
for establishment of an income 
tax system. We will also seek 
for a more representative govern- 
ment at Athens, covering all par- 
ties except the Communists and 
the extreme rightists. 

Just how the money for Greece 
is to be spent will largely depend 


the answer to this one. 

Only the United States can 
save Greece and Turkey from 
collapse and ruin in the next few 
weeks or months. 


Judgment of Experts. 

This is the sober, considered 
judgment of th: men here whose 
information i: the best and most 
complete availAble to anyone in 
the world, who are famous for 
their level-headed, matter-of-fact 
approach to great problems, and 
whose patriotism is beyond: ques- 
tion. ö 

If Greece and Turkey break 
down, the Communists will take 
them over and both countries will 
become Russian puppets, these 
men in Washington are con- 
vinced. . | 

This in itself would appreciably 


weaken America’s position tn the 
world, in these men's judgment. 

But this would be only the be- 
ginning of the harm that America 
would suffer. 3 

Here is how these men reason: 

If Greece and Turkey go, then 
Iran and the Arab world would 
almost certainly follow. 

This would mean that Russia 
could “cut the world in two” ia 
the eastern Mediterranean, 

America and the Western world 
would be cut off from the East 
except by the long, slow and ex- 
pensive route around Africa. 

The Western world would also 
be cut off from the vast oil re- 
serves of the Middle East which 
are the lifeblood of armies, navies 
afid air forces. 


Only Part of Damage. 

But this, too, is still only part - 
of the damage that the loss of 
Greece anc Turkey would cause. 

For much of the Western 
world, too—as well as the East 
is only just barely able to hang 
on now to free institutions and 
national independence. a 

The shock of the East's going 
Communist could shake that des- 
perate hold loose in the West. 

And if most of continental Eu- 
rope goes Communist, and thus 
falls under Russian domination, 
the United States will be in a most 
uncomfortable fix. 

The world will be a difficult one 
for America to live in, in that 
event. 

It will also be a dangerous. 
world for America, if most or all 
of Europe and the Orient go Com- 
munist. 

The United States will have to 
change its whole way of Ife 
drastically if this happens. 

These are some of the things 
that President Truman meant 
when he said in his message 

“This is a serious course upon 
which we embark. 

J would not recommend it ex- 
cept that the alternative is much 
more serious.”

Judge Rules Using Flashlight 


ARRESTED MAN’S 
AUTO IS UPHELD 


to See Offense Is Not

The use of a flashlight by police

HOUSE COMMITTEE APPROVES

These basic items, she said, con- 
stitute more than 65 per cent of 
the average household food de- 
mands, On the basis of OPA ceil- 
ings and Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics’ figures they have risen 50 
per cent in cost since last June. 

Other foods; such as fresh 
fruits, vegetables, cereals and 
sweets are only a little more ex- 
pensive than they were 10 months 
ago, she pointed out, adding that 
“by careful management” a house- 
wife can hold her food budget to 
an average of between 30 and 35 
per cent above what she paid last 
June, 

“Has she got this additional 
money?” Mrs. Douglas asked. 
“That is the $64 question. 
are people living? The answer is 
they are not getting the kind of 
food they should.” 

Plea for Rent Control. 

She attributed the mounting 
prices to the “reckless decontrol” 
program of the Republicans com- 
bined with the O. P.'s “fero- 
cious control” plan for labor.

To the Soviet charge 
that 35 per cent of the judges 
there are former Nazis, Marshall 
said actually 35 per cent were 
former members of the German 
judicial system who had been 
cleared of any Nazisni, 

To Molotov's assertion that 9000 
Germans were in military units of 
the American zone, Marshall re- 
plied that 8000 were in labor units 
on Jan. 1, 1947, and that an order 
had been issued for their prompt 
dispersement. 

French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault and British Foreign Secre- 
tary Bevin presented figures on 
prisoners of war held by their 
countries. Bevin said Britain had 
435,295 outside Germany, who were 
being repatriated at the rate of 
17,000 monthly and up. He said 
the rate would be increased to 
20,000 monthly on July 1. Bidaylt 
said France had a total of 641,483 
prisoners, including 593,267 in 
France. 

Marshall's report said the 
prisoners held by the Americans 
included 103 sick or imprisoned in 
the United States, 1175 in grave 
units and similar details in 
France, and 13,825 in Italy. 

Marshall told the ministers that 
80 of 117 war production plants in 
the American zone of Germany 
were 100 per cent liquidated. 

(The Moscow radio, heard in 
London, reported Russia had 
agreed in principle to the consulta- 
tion of small Allied nations on the 
peace treaty for Germany. Rus- 
sia’s agreement, the broadcast 
said, was announced by Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister A. T.

Move to Replace H. A. 
Miller Withdrawn — 
Another Effort to Be 
Made at Next Meeting. 


An effort by some members of 
the Board of Education to remove 
Assistant Superintendent Henry 
A. Miller from the chairmanship 
of the board of examiners, which 
selects candidates for 1500 non- 
teaching jobs, failed at the board 
meeting Tuesday night, but an- 
other effort to remove him will 
be made at the next meeting, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Board members sought to put in 
Miller’s place on the board of ex- 
aminers James R. Porter, an ad- 
ministrative assistant who was 
hired to do personnel work last 
October. A resolution drafted has- 
tily just before the board meeting 
was introduced by Fred H. Beck, 
a member of the personnel com- 
mittee, but was withdrawn when 
it was pointed out that the resolu- 
tion asked for a change of rule, 
which could not be effected in that 
manner, 

The resolution was handed to 
Beck by another board member 
just before the meeting began and 
he read it in a manner that indi- 
cated he had not seen it before. 

Emmet T. Carter, attorney for 
the School Board, said he 
“sketched out” the resolution. 
He said it was a recommendaiton

Trade union and guild executive 
committees scheduled a joint 
meeting to lay a wreath at the 
American Philhellenes monument 
and adopt a resolution of grati- 
tude, : 

Premier Demetrios Maximos of 
Greece in a message to Truman 
said the President's statements to 
Congress were, for the Greek peo- 
ple, “encouragement in their just 
and noble struggle for the princi- 
ples of freedom and democracy.” 

King George of Greece also sent 
a message to Truman, expressing 
“sincere thanks” and saying: 

“I feel sure your generous as- 
sistance in restoring free demo- 
cratic institutions and expediting 
economic recovery and restora- 
tion of order in Greece will mark 
a decisive milestone in strength- 
ening world peace.” 


Thanks Ambassador. 


Maximog told United States Am- 
bassador Lincoln MacVeagh in 
Athens that the Greek Govern- 
ment and people were fully con- 
scious of the historic significance 
of the American action and ex- 
pressed gratitude for assistance in 
Greece's struggle to preserve its 
independence and integrity. 

A spokesman at the London of- 
fice of E. A. M. leftist Greek politi- 
cal organization, declared, how- 
ever, that Greeks would “continue 
to resist United States interven- 
tion just as they resisted British 
intervention in the past” and that 
Congressional approval of Tru- 
man's proposals would mean “the 
death warrant of the United Na- 
tions.” 

Leftist organs in Athens said 
Truman's message was "undis- 
guised preaching of American im- 
perialism” and aimed at estab. 
lishing “beachheads in the Medi- 
terranean.”

McNear had testified concerning 
his turbulent experiences during 
a strike of 13 railroad brother- 
hoods against his railroad. The 
strike is nearly 18 months old,

Democrats appeared to be

The hearing was to be conclud- 
ed today with detailed defense 
arguments by William W. Clary 
special assistant attorney general 
of California, and Price Daniel, 
Texas attorney general, who inter- 
vened as a “friend of the court.“ 
Each side was allotted three hours. 
. Associate Justices Frank Mur- 
Phy and Robert H. Jackson dis- 
qualified themselves from the 
case, in view of their past service 
as attorneys general when the 
tidelands oil issue was under con- 
sideration by the Justice Depart- 
ment. The federal complaint, 
which names the state of Califor- 
nia as defendant, seeks a final ju- 
dicial determination of the owner- 
ship of the marginal sea along the 
Pacific coast, extending from low 
tide to the three-mile limit. 

Government Offer. 

Reflecting the importance and 
nationwide interest in the case by 
appearing personally, Attorney 
General Clark informed the court 
that President Truman had au- 
thorized him to state that: 

Should the Government win, 
the President will urge congres- 
Bional legislation relieving Cali- 
fornia and the private oil firms 
that have been exploiting the 
submerged lands from any ac- 
counting for past exploitation of 
the marginal sea; 

Private oil companies would 
be permitted to continue their 
exploitations “wherever consis- 
tent with the national interest,” 
under federal leases instead of 
state permits; and 

Legislation would be recom- 
mended to recompense any oil 
firms that suffered losses on 
their submerged land invest- 
ments as a result of Govern- 
ment ownership of the areas. 
“There is no desire on the part 
of the President or of any official 
of the executive branch,” Clark 
told the court, “to destroy or con- 
fiscate any honest and bona fide 
investment, or to deprive the state 
or its subdivisions of any reason- 
able expectation of future return 
from the areas that have been 
developed. 

“I am confident that a program 
of this kind presented by the 
President would not lack support 
in the Congress.” 

Not a Direct Issue. — 

Associate Justice Wiley B. Rut- 
ledge, a former member of the law 
school faculty at Washington Uni- 
versity, interrupted Clark at this 
point to ask what this Govern- 
ment offer had to do with the 
merits of the case. The Attorney 
General replied that it had little 
or nothing to do with the actual 
issues before the court. But, he 
went on, in view of allegations 
made by California that the Fed- 
eral Government wanted to con- 
fiscate state-owned property and 
rob private oil companies of their 
investments, he thought what he 
said on the subject was pertinent. 

He pointed out that only a 
small proportion of the California 
margmal sea has thus far been 
occupied or exploited—about 15 
square miles out of 3000 square 
miles 
“Existing Investments,’ he de- 
clared, “may well prove to be 
minor in extent in comparison 
with the untold resources of the 
remaining area. If this whole 
area in fact belongs to the United 
States, every consideration of pub- 
lic policy calls for its dedication 
to the interests of all of the peo- 
ple of the United States, subject 
to such valid equities as the Con- 
gress may recognize.” 
Restricted to California. 

Clark asserted that the decision 
of the court in the California case 
would not be decisive as to the 
submerged land rights of other 
coastal states, since the circum- 
stances surrounding admissions to 
‘the Union were varying. 

“The United States,” he said, 
“bought California from Mexico 
and paid 15 million dollars for it. 


tide seaward three miles, which 
California has claimed and leased 
for many years. 

The territory which became 


quired by the United States from 
Mexico under thé treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo in 1848. This treaty, 
he said, vested in the Federal Gov- 
ernment full rights, sovereign as 
well as proprietary, over the area 
acquired, California was admitted 
into the union by the act of Sept. 
9, 1850. . 

“There is nothing in that act of 
admission,” he said, “or elsewhere, 
which explicitly grants the mar- 
ginal sea to the State of Califor- 
nia, and it is the Government's 
contention that there is nothing in 
that act or any other document 
that implicitly transferred those 
areas to the state.” 

California’s case, he declared, 
rests largely on a provision in the 
act of admission that it was to be 
admitted “on an equal footing with 
the original 13 states in all re- 
spects whatever.” This, the At- 
torney General contended, has 
been construed by the courts to 
apply to state ownership of inland 
navigable waters, and cannot prop- 
erly be extended to the marginal 
sea areas, 

In National Interest. 

“It is in the Federal Govern- 
ment, which is controlled by and 
which represents all Americans, 
that ownership of the marginal 
sea properly rests,” he continued. 
“The present and future good of 
our people requires that the Fed- 
eral Government’s proprietary 
right be recognized and that the 
monopolistic claims of one of its 
—— subdivisions be put at an 
end, 
“To take this course is to grant 
the greatest possible assurance 
that the resources of this region 
will be wisely utilized in a manner 
consistent with the best interests 
of the nation.” 

The bulk of the ernment's 
case, including detailed citations 
of lower -court decisions and a 
comprehensive review of the 
various theories of international 
control of navigable waters, was 
presented to the court by Arnold 
Raum, special assistant to Clark.

They said United States technical 
knowledge of the separation of 
uranium 235 and plutonium is the 
significant thing. | 

Joliot-Curie, Nobel prize winner 
in 19385 for the discovery of arti- 
ficial radioactivity, gave this 
formula for making a bomb: 

Take two halves of a sphere of 
uranium weighing 66 pounds each, 
place them on opposite ends of a 
cylinder and shoot one toward 
the other with an explosive charge.

“Troops now in the Philippines 
not required for these purposes 
will be shifted to other areas to 
continue support of the dccupation 
of Japan,” Acheson's message said. 
“The present agreement will con- 
tribute to international security 
and peace in the Pacific and will 
supplement and support such fu- 
ture arrangements for world peace 
as may be reached under the Se- 
curity Council of the United Na- 
tions.” 

Present tonight were Vice Pres- 
ident Elpidio Quirino, in his ca- 
pacity as secretary of foreign af- 
fairs; members of the Philippine 
cabinet, Philippine congressional!

The school population in St. Louis is just

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A Plea for Free Enterprise 


The air is full of free enterprise oratory, but 


free enterprise is eventually doomed if the con- 
trol of business continues to concentrate in 
fewer hands. The Federal Trade Commission 
reports that 1800 businesses have been swal- 
lowed up by others since 1940—and that the 
merger fever has-moved apace into such tradi- 
tionally “small business” fields as textiles and 
foodstuffs. It warns, therefore, that “the rapid 


growth of private super-government in industry 
else the minority in control of 


must be hal 
American industry will become so powerful that 
“a political super-government” will necessarily 
rise to impose social controls. 

This testimony is addressed to the Kefauver 
bill, which would plug the hole in the anti-trust 
laws through which a swarm of mergers have 
poured. The Clayton Act of 1914 forbids one 
corporation to buy another’s stock where the 
outcome might “substantially lessen competi- 
tion,” but it neglected to forbid the acquisition 
of assets other than stock. In a typical evasion, 
the acquiring corporation first buys a block of 
stock—then votes the stock to sell the business 
out to itself. The stock purchase is unlawful, 
but the courts have ruled that the merger can- 


not be set aside on that account unless FTC can - 


get in its decree before the assets are sold. Thus 
‘the FTC is left helpless. 

So long as the loophole remains unplugged, 
the FTC correctly points out that the anti-trust 
law actually promotes mergers. The law can 
and does forbid ‘little business men to con- 
spire for price-fixing. But the more effective 
the prohibition is; the greater is the temptation 
to seek the mérger loophole, the “completely

State Representative R. J. King Jr., co- 
author of the King-Thompson bill to prevent 
utility strikes in Missouri, has invited organized 
labor to come forward with suggestions to the 
House Labor Committee to improve the legisla- 
tion.

How St. Louis Named Its Streets 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Local street names represent one avenue to St. Louis history, writer 
says; in some cases first families and war heroes were honored; in 
others, botany, ornithology and pure fancy determined the names; 
he reveals origins of streets from Market south to Carondelet. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


When the first French founders of St. 
Louis Village started to name the streets 
they had a definite directive in mind. Thus 
the main street was called the “Rue Prin- 
cipale,” 


were located was called “Rue des Granges.” 


Under the Spanish regime this n con- 


tinued. 

When the United States took over the 
town in 1804, the citizens ceased “rueing” 
and began naming the streets in honor of 
its founders, prominent citizens, statesmen 
and war heroes. Then our street-christen- 
ing fathers literally took to the woods and 
successively named Cherry, Vine, Locust, 
Olive and other central thoroughfares after 
the native trees. As the city spread west 
to the Jefferson avenue limits, the plan of 


numbering the streets running north and 


south was adopted. 

For the rapidly growing areas of south 
St. Louis came the new inspirations of 
naming the new streets after states, rivers, 


‘Indian tribes and chiefs. In the expansion 


of. north St. Louis there seems to have 
been no fixed plan for the naming of new 
streets. Fancy, sentiment, history, botany, 
ornithology and native preference seem to 
have been mixed indiscriminately with 
early family names. 


A Priest Who Disappeared 


Let us start on a trip south on Broadway 
from Market street and see what we can 
develop: 

CLARK AVE.—Named for William Clark 
of the famous team of Lewis and Clark, 
afterwards successively Superintendent of 


Indian Affairs, Captain, Colonel, General, 


Governor and leading citizen of Missouri 
in territorial days. | 


VALENTINE ST.—Not so easy this one. 
Named for Father Valentine, the beloved 
Catholic priest, whose strange disappear- 
ance from the village still remains one of 
the unsolved mysteries of early St. Louis. 


CERRE ST.—Named for Gabriel Cerre, 
Indian trader and pioneer business man. 
He came to St. Louis from Kaskaskia in 
1782.

Boy From St. Louis 
MAN ON THE HALF SHELL, by Prederick C. Othman, 

(Whittlesey House, New York.) 

In this era of literary dry rot, it is re- 
freshing to encounter a book whose author 
possesses a sense of humor. This volume 
of unique experiences, some of them hila- 
ridusly funny, is by a native St. Louisan. 


Frederick C. Othman was a junior at 
Washington University when the Associat- 
ed Press asked the late Clark McAdama, 
editor of the editorial page of the Post- 
Dispatch and then lecturing on journalism 
at the university, to recommend a student 
for work in the St. Louis office, McAdama 
got the job for Othman at $12 a week. 


The new cub weighed 200 pounds and, 
when the A. P. division manager dropped in 
from Chicago and beheld the young behe- 
moth, he announced it was simply toe 
much blubber and ordered him fired. Oth- 
man, almost broken-hearted, took his hard- 
luck story to Marquis W. Childs, then local 
manager of United Press. Childs gave him 
a job and trebled his salary. 


* * * 


From then on the going was easy, and 
Othman was soon in the stratosphere, But 
on his way up, he served briefly as news 
editor, and his indiscretion nearly blighted 
his career. The G.A.R. was in national 
convention, and Othman sent a complete 
report of the proceedings to the newspa- 
pers in the Deep South, thus almost re- 
viving the Civil War. 


“Man on the Half Shell” tells Othman’s 


journalistic career and runs the gamut 
from reporting White House social func- 
tions to “covering” a nudist camp in Call- 
fornia. 


Hilda, his wife, gave his evening dress 
suit to her maid's husband to wear when 
chopping wood, and when President Roose- 
volt invited the Othmans to a party, he 
was obliged to rent a suit. The tailor had 
only two sizes, and forced them to fit the 
customers by taking up slack with safety 
pins.

He was visibly self-conscious when, as a 
nudist in good standing, he was required 
to disrobe in the presence of the whole col- 
ony, and admits he was abashed when it 
had to be revealed that he wore a union 
suit. He never learned why each nudist 
received a napkin at meals. After two 
days in the wilderness with a pencil be- 
hind one ear and wearing only a wrist 
watch, Othman imagined he resembled a 
sun-kissed pink elephant, 


Each evening he donned clothing, drove 
to town and filed a report to his paper. 
By the end of the week, the newspapers 
containing his stories with illustrations by 
a cartoonist, reached the camp. The irate 
nudists gave Othman a dressing down and 
ordered him to scram. He did.

The promise 
is once again for a record harvest 
of winter wheat. That has been 
a remarkable feature of the world 
food picture—the long series of 
record harvests in America. If 
we had had a crop failure in any 
one year, the consequences for 
hungry people in Europe would 
have been disastrous. 5 

The margin is so slight. At one 
point during the winter, the De- 
partment of Agriculture failed to 
obtain the quota of flour and 
wheat essential for Italy. When 
this oversight was discovered, pol- 
icy-makers suddenly realized that 
the chain reaction would begin 
with rioting and disorder and 
that the end might well be a 
Communist dictatorship through- 
out the Italian peninsula. At this 
point, grain ships intended for 
Germany were rerouted in mid- 
ocean to Italian ports. 

In New York and other cities, 
the price of a large loaf of bread 
has advanced from 14 to 15 cents, 
and that of a small loaf from 10 
to 11 cents. How much this has 
to do with the rise in the price 
of wheat is debatable. 
any rate that rise can be used as 
a justification. And the prospect 
is that the pressure will continue 


rather than diminish.

The answer—in 
my judgment—is

But first a cop- 
fession. I Would 
advocate the 
United States , *

even if I thought it led to war. I 
rate the preservation of freedom 
above the preservation of peace. 
Or what did we fight Hitler for, 
anyway? 

And, if war came under these 
circumstances, at least we should 
have devoted allies. Were we to 
permit the Soviets to follow the 
Nazi “artichoke plan” and swallow 
the non-Soviet world, leaf by leaf, 
we should one day find ourself 
without allies facing a three-conti- 
nental ‘Europe-Asia-Africa) bloc 
of superior power. 

These arguments are, however, 
purely theoretical. In my judg- 
ment, by preserving liberty we 
shall preserve, not endanger, 
peace. For which is more danger- 
ous, a situation in which the So- 
viets know in advance that any 
act of aggression by them will 
bring trouble or the existence, as 
at present, of a vast no man’s land 
wherein both sides will be angling 
for major advantages? 

Surely, the latter. 


The Key to Europe. 


Therefore, wise Americans will 
support the President's plan for 
giving ald to Greece and Turkey. 
In orde: to have freedom and 
peace, we have to demonstrate 
that democracy and totalitarian- 
im can co-exist peacefully. 

One way to start is to build 
democracy into an impregnable 
citadel. Short of limited world 
government, this is probably the 
best we can do. 

Another reader wants to know 
why I consider France rather than 
Germany the key to Europe. Is 
not Germany more powerful and 
more aggressive than France? 

Most certainly Germany is. But 
Germany, for some time to come, 
will presumably be kept harmless 
in one way or another. Other 
European states will not follow a 
German example. 

France is, however, free to make 
its own choices. So long as Ger- 
many is under military occupation, 
France will be the strongest Euro- 
pean country west of Russia, As 
France goes, so goes Europe. 

Secretary Marshall's offer to the 
Russians of a 40-year four-power 
alliance to keep the Germans quiet 
was a fine prelude to the Moscow 
Conference.

PHILHARMONIC. GIVES 


INTERESTING PROGRAM 


Third Concert of Season by 


Orchestra Under Direction 
of Stanley Chapple. 


The St, Louis Philharmonic Or 
chestra, with Stanley Chapple con- 
ducting, gave its third concert of 
the season in Kiel Auditorium last, 
night. Mr. Chapple’s previously 
demonstrated Capacity for build- 
ing interesting programs was 
again evident. There were no 
novelties as such because most of 
been 
made familiar either through con- 
certs, radio or phonograph. . But 
the program said the perform- 
ance of Sibelius’s tone poem, 
“Pohjola's Daughter“ was its first 
in St. Louis, 

The orchestra was uneven 
throughout the evening. In the 
Sibelius work, its brass choir 
played with great majesty and the 
performance, as a whole, had a 
professional sweep about it. This 
was also true of the Weber 
“Oberon” Overture, which opened 
the program, and the Rimsky- 
Korsakoff “Capriccio Espagnol” 
which closed it. Where lustre and 
flamboyance were in order the 
ensemble did well, 

This was not the case with the 
two works demanding suppleness 
and delicacy — Haydn’s G Major 
Symphony (Military) and the “Ma 
Mere L’Oye” of Ravel. Apart from 
the final presto, the Haydn sym- 
phony never quite came to life, 
Its tempos dragged with the result 
that even the precision which Mr. 
Chapple has obtained this season 
was wanting. In both the sym- 
phony and the Ravel suite the in- 
tonation was rough, largely be- 
cause the winds were so often out 


in the open. Moreover, the orches- 


tra had a marked timidity in the 
presence of these compositions. 

Even with these shortcomings in 

two of the five works, the concert

SAN FRANCISCO, Thursday. 

EFORE the President's speech 
Beso Congress, the papers pub- 

lished statements by various 
Senators who gave qualified ap- 
proval or unqualified disapproval 
of whatever he might be going to 
say. It would seem to me that 
these gentlemen might better have 
stated their own attitudes if they 
wanted those. attitudes to be of 
value to the President in forming 
his own. But to criticize his policy 
before it had even been stated 
seemed to have an alement of the 
ludicrous about it. 

I hope we are going to give aid 
to the countries in Europe that 
need it for relief and rehabilita- 
tion, and I hope we are going to 
see to it that what we give is ad- 
ministered impartially and is given 
to all people in need, regardless of 
their political beliefs. That was 
the reason we gave to the United 
Nations for refusing to join a new 
international relief organization to 
take the place of UNRRA. We 
felt that the organization was sus- 
ceptible to the accusation of hav- 
ing been used politically and, 
therefore, in the future, we wished 
to control our own giving. 


a + * 

We must, however, be doubly 
careful that we are non-political 
in whatever we now give. Neither 
must it be possible to imply that 
anything we do is done to oppose 
the influence of any of our former 
allies. If we do that, we weaken 
the UN and find ourselves en- 
meshed in the eld form of al- 
liances and power politics. 

We know that, with the growth 
of independence and individual 
power in the Latin American 
countries, we have had to recede 
from our old interpretation of the 
Monroe Doctrine. We no longer 
act alone—we act in co-operation 
with our neighbors in whatever 


we do in this hemisphere.

Taught More Than Is in Books 


One Reason Why Illinois Town Honored Miss Lizzie,’ Veteran Teacher

SHELDON, II., March 14. 
VERYBODY in Sheldon calis 
her Miss Lizzie and men and 
women who have gone away 

remember her as Miss Lizzie. 
Even on her golden anniversary 
as a school teacher when she was 
queen for a day and sat on a 


throne they called her that and 


she was glad, for it was the kind 
of homage that she liked best, 
The crowning on Lizzie Richard- 
son Day was in the school room 
where for 40 years she had taught 
the third graders and was in rec- 
ognition of the 50 years that she 
had taught in the schools of Shel- 
don and Iroquois county. It was 
a holiday in the town, with flags 
flying and a program that lasted 
into the night, with hundreds from 
near and far joining in the cele- 
bration. 

At the age of 67 Miss Lizzie, 
looking backward, can remember 
only one other day when she was 
as happy. That was when, at the 
age of 17, she received her teach- 
er's certificate. That, too, was a 
great event, for ever since she be- 
gan to talk she had said that she 
was going to be a teacher like 
her mother was. 2 

It was in the Iroquois county 
farmhouse where she was born 
that she was first called Lizzie. 
She had been christened Sallie 
Elizabeth, but her mother almost 
regretted giving such a little baby 
such a long name and, dropping 
the Sallie, called her Lizzie, and 
Lizzie she was through life. No- 
body in Sheldon, she says, calls 
her anything else. Yes, just one. 
A. S. Kisner, the druggist, has a 
daughter named Elizabeth and 
when she goes to the store, out 
of habit he sometimes calls her 
Miss Elizabeth. 

1 Miss Lizzie was appointed 
to teach Pleasant Hill school, out 
in the country, where she had nine 
pupils and was paid $30 a month, 
she expected to go on teaching 
country schools, as her mother 
had, and would have been content 
to do so, for that was satisfying 
and it was the love of teaching 
rather than ambition that drove 
her. When, though, after three 
years at Pleasant Hill school, she 
was appointed to outlying schools 
in the Sheldon district, she gained 
the attention of the directors and 
after seven years was given a 
post in the town school to teach 
the third grade and has been 
teaching that grade ever since, “I 
was just reappointed from year to 
year,” she says. That was all 
there was to it.” 

From year to year time flew and 
Miss Lizzie, happy in her work, 
took little note of its passing, Now 
she was nearing her fiftieth anni- 
versary and she hoped if would 
pass unnoticed, for an anniversary 
could be a sad affair. 

Glenn Johnston, principal of the 
grade school, checking back last 


‘fall, digcovered that Miss Lizzie 


would soon finish a half century 
of teaching and suggested to the 
board that something should be 
done about it. That was the begin- 
ning. 

Came the day and Miss Lizzie 
began to realize that there were 
big doings on the way. The school 
children had been given a holiday. 
Flags flew in the business section. 
Miss Lizzie was summoned to the 
school house.

The sixth graders sang “School 
Days.” Billy Smith, aged 8, pre- 
sented an orchid on behalf of 
the third graders and bravely 
spoke his piece: Miss Lizzie, 
children of the third grade want 
to show our love for you and our 
pride in you.” There were gifts 
and a program and a pantomine

picting the adventures of Miss 
Lizzie in the early days when she 
rode to her country school on 
Old Tex.

Take My Word for It

Will you please discuss the 
origin and meaning of Leo Du- 
rocher’s surname?—D. F. 

A. The manager of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers has a surname that is as 
French as Vichyssoise, except in 
pronunciation, The American pro- 
nunciation Is: duh-ROE-sher. 


In the French pronunciation, the 
Du-is pronounced with the French 
vowel sound which blends “oo” 
and “ee” together, exactly like the 
umlaut “u” in German. My symbol 
for the French “u” is: (e).. The 
French pronunciation of Durocher, 
then, is: d(e)-raw-SHAY. 

The name is from the French 
noun rocher, which means, “a 
towering rock or crag,” such as 
Gibraltor, Rocher is also used 
figuratively as “a symbol of dur- 
ability, solidarity, permanence. 

In French, “du” is masculine for 
“from or of the.” Leo, of course, is 
Latin for ‘lion.” Hence, Leo Du- 
rocher’s full name means literally, 
“lion of the high rock.”

A. Let us discuss the questions 
in the order in which you have 
asked them. 

1. The name Illinois evolved 
from the Indian tribal name Ilini- 
wek, from Tlini, meaning literally 
“man.” The -ek of Ilinwek is the 


plural termination. Early French 
explorers changed the -ek to -ois, 
a French masculine suffix. The 
name finally evolved as Illinois, 
with the preferred pronunciation: 
ill-i-NOY. 


2. The term Ilini is a nickname 
that is both plural and singular. 
It designates a student or the stu- 
dents of the University of Illinois, 
an alumnus or the alumni of the 
school, an individual player or the 
varsity team as a whole. It has 
its origin, of course, in the tribal 
name Ilini, but Illini is spelled 
with two 's“ due to the influence 
of the name Illinois. 

3. Ted Husing’s ‘ pronunciation 
of Illini is quite correct. The first 
“IT” is short as in “ill.” The sec- 


ond and third “i” have the long 


sound, rhyming with “by, my.” 
The accent falle on the second 
syllable. Think of the three 
words, “ill, eye, nigh,” and say: 
ill-EYE-nigh.

Poor West could not help but 
play the seven, and East jumped 
to the conclusion that declarer 
had nothing in diamonds and 
therefore must have the ace of 
spades. When the diamond was 
continued, declarer won, estab- 
lished clubs, and then could ruff 
a diamond to enter dummy and 
discard his two spades on the 
club suit.

A survey of the operations of 
the St. Louis and St. Louis county
